Christ in the Old Testament 


Christ is revealed in the Old Testament as well 
as in the New. The Higher Criticism does not rec- 
ognize this, even when it argues for the deity or 
divinity of Jesus. A writer of the critical pe: Bow 
answering the question “Who is Jesus Christ?” says 
that Matthew, Mark, and Luke were Hebrews “trained 
and steeped in the doctrine of Monotheism, the doc- 
trine of one God. ,.. The very idea of giving divine 


honer to a human being would have been to these 
men a horrible crime, but they affirmed their own 
view that Jesus was something more than human.” 
This mistaken statement, typical of the critical 
viewpoint, ignores the Old Testament testimony to 
the New Testament truth that the Godhead, while 
of course monotheistic er of one God, consisted of 
God in more than one Person. Moses, writing 
by the Holy Spirit's inspiration the first chapter 
of the first book of the Bible, declares how “God said, 
Let us make man in owr image, after our likeness’ 
Gen. 1:26). The eternal existence of Christ, the 

n ef God, was recognized and believed by Soundly 
instructed Jews long before His incarnation in Jesus 
of Nazareth. This important. Scriptural truth has 
been made very clear in the study by te Alger ye 
in The Sunday Scheol Times (of October 18 and 
25, 1919), and now in pamphlet form, “The Biog- 
raphy of the Pre-Incarnate Christ,” “| William C, 
Stevens (10 cents, from The Sunday chool Times 
Company).

T IS A well-known law that water never rises 

above its own level, and there is an analogous 

principle inthe spiritual life, that our work is 
never better than ourselves, what we do being ruled 
by what we are. Service is the outcome of character. 
This solemn truth makes it very important for the 
Christian minister to consider the question of his 
own personal life, lest weakness there should involve 
weakness in his labors for the Master. “They made 
me keeper of the vineyards; but mine own vineyard 
have I not kept” (Song of Sol. 1:6). 

The New Testament has much to say about the 
ministry, with its many. aspects,-many elements, many 
demands, many difficulties, many sorrows, many re- 
sponsibilities, many encouragements, many joys. But 
peshage the one word which sums up most of the 

ew Testament teaching about the ministry, is the 
term used by the Asoethe Paul which is rendered in 
our English versions “sufficient,” and means “com- 
petent” or “enough.” It describes the ministry which is 
capable, competent, -because it has enough of capacity, 
power, grace ; the ministry which is efficient because it 
has sufficient. The corresponding substantive suggests 
“competence,” and, the verb means “to make compe- 
tent,” that is, to render efficient by providing a suffi- 
ciency. 

It is now proposed to deal with some of the as- 
pects of the New Testament ministry. In the writ-

Spiritual Life’ 


Christian minister. Evangelist, Interpreter, Great- 
heart, and the Four Shepherds on the Delectable 
Mountains (Knowledge, Experience, Watchful, and 
Sincere); are all apparently intended to represent the 
Christian minister. -Let us look at the first of these 
as found in the Pilgrim’s Progress. 

Christian saw the picture of a very grave person hung 
up against the wall; and this was the fashion of it: it 
had eyes lifted up to heaven, the beat of books in his 
hand, the law of truth was written upon his lips, the 
world was behind its back; it stood as if it pleaded with 
men, and a crown of gold did hang over its head. 


Here are seven elements of a New Testament min- 
ister and his ministry, and each of these must be con- 
sidered in order to obtain a true conception of what 
is meant by a competent ministry. In this paper let 
us consider the first element mentioned. 

Evangelist was “a very grave person.” It is strik- 
ing that gravity is one of the leading features of the 
requirements of the Christian life emphasized by the 
Apostle Paul in the pastoral epistles. The bishop is 
to have his children in subjection with all fravity (1 
Tim, 3:4). The deacon is to be grave (1 Tim. 3:8). 
The aged men are to be grave (Tit. 2:2). In addi- 
tion there are several exhortations to sobriety and 
sober-mindedness (1 Tim. 2:9, 15; 1 Tim. 3:2; Tit. 
1:8; 2:4, 6, 12). And the very warnings indicate 
the same need, because the apostle specially guards 
his readers against lightness, shallowness, and inex- 
perience (1 Tim. 3:6; 5:3). 

The word translated “grave” means the “deport- 
ment which inspires respect.” It is scarcely found 
elsewhere than the Epistles of Timothy and Titus, 
s there any 
special point in this in view of the Epistles being ad- 
dressed to young men? It means the opposite of 
that lightness which is so often confused with bright- 
ness. Bright, but not light. Not a light-hearted 
creature who counts for nothing. There is to be 
gravity and yet not gloom. There is a constant ten-

dency to lightness in the ministry which needs to be 
watched. Jocularity may easily degenerate into flip- 
pancy until a minister is not taken seriously. Some

No one can doubt the need of gravity in the min- 
ister, for his whole work is concerned with the deep- 
est, most solemn, and most “awe-ful” realities. But 
gravity does not, and cannot, mean gloom, for that is 
as far removed from New Testament ‘spirituality as 
flippancy. There is nothing gloomy about New Testa- 
ment ristianity, nothing even pensive or wistful.

self the penalty of man’s sin and the necessary and 
holy wrath of God against sin. 

6. The resurrection of the body of Christ and of all 
men, 

7. The personality of the Holy Spirit. 


A full account of the action of this church, and of 
some of its experiences in seeking a minister sound in 
the faith, was published in last year’s Ministers’ Num- 
ber of The Sunday School Times, the issue of March 
I, 1910.

You. may possibly recall my having wfitten yoh re- 
garding your church in Cynwyd and my profound sym-

You can make your own church bulletins by the 
use of the duplicating machine. The investment in- 
volved is very reasonable. The Sunday School Times 
has letters from a number of ministers, and atleast 
one Sunday-school superintendent who are finding the 
duplicating machine indispensable. Says’ the ’ Rev. 
James G. Widdifield, B.A., of Tecumseh, Mich.:

At the same-time one uses 
a good deal of publicity stuff with the duplicator that 
he would not if he had to depend on the press.”

Let us, many have said, have nothing to do with 
anything made in Germany. I am in sympathy with 
this as it touches the worst thing made in Germany; 
I mean liberal theology —nothing worse ever came 
from there; it plunged the world into an awful war 
and, if we keep on with it, will lead the world re- 
sistlessly on to Armageddon. Let no one say that 
the war was because of the failure of Christianity ; 
it is the failure of systems of thought and life that 
have left Jesus Christ out. 

There has never been a time since my conversion 
that I could not honestly say, “I believe in Jesus.” 
I used often to say, with.a great deal of self-satis- 
faction, “I have a profound reggrence for Jesus.” 
I have heard this catch phrase many -times from 
other lips, and I always wonder what the one who 
says it means. There is such confusion of tongues 
and terms in these days; often the very elect are de- 
ceived, Actually it means very little, so far as vital 
Christianity is concerned, to say, “I believe in Jesus.” 

As a liberal, it meant that I thought of Jesus as 
the best man who ever lived; the flower of humanity 
so good that men took him for God; a great teacher 
who had a genius for living; an idyllic figure whose 
life and teachings we should emulate because he was 
the master product of evolutionary forces; the child 
of Joseph and Mary, who was subject to the spirit and 
limitations of his time; above the common mass, of 
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- mission for sin. 


course, yet different only in degree. Such'a thought 
esus meant that all men were young gods, who 
needed only to realize their divinity and to work it 
out; it meant God was Father of all; and all men 
were brothers; it meant the Bible was man’s 

and those who wrote it were subject to mistakes just 
as all other men are; it meant that the Bible is in- 
spired only in so far as truth anywhere and every- 
where is inspired; that Paul-did not always know 
what he was talking about and made many mistakes ; 
that John was liable to the mistakes of. a-sentimental 
infatuation. As for the Old Testament, it was quite 
outdone.and behind the times; of Messianic iicliceee 
it had not a bit—I saw no Christ there, no plan of 
God fer the ages. 

Let it be understood that I am speaking of the ef- 
fect and results of liberalism in my own thinking, 
how it was possible for me, while I could honestly 
say, “I believe in Jesus,” to arrive at and hold these 
positions regarding Jesus and the Bible. I am not 
speaking for other liberals, but I am sure that such 
conclusions are not only — but probable, once 
one is ready to believe that Jesus Christ is not all 
the Bible says he is, the very Son of God made man- 
ifest._ in. the flesh to-shed his blood on Calvary, a re- 
i So, I repeat, it means nothing, ab- 
solutely nothing, to vital Christianity to admit a 
belief. in Jesus or to have a “profound reverence” for 
him. The chains are forged, the lines are being drawn 
tighter, issues are being more clearly defined, forces 
long pent up are coming to a focus; those who stand 
in pulpits and those who sit in.the pews mutt de- 
clare their faith in no uncertain way. ‘There are 
hundreds of “isms” abroad to-day that are the re- 
sult of hazy. thinking, indefinite experience, and a 
confusing declaration of faith. 

I am so glad to declare my faith now in the Gos- 
pel as-Paul defines it in 1 Corinthians 15. ‘This is 
the Gospel that I believe and know. I believe in 
Jesus, yes, in Jesus Christ the Son of God who alone 
is able to save us from the guilt and dominion of 
sin; I see Him in the Old Testament, the great 
Prophet and framer of the ages; those precious books 
are, all of them, about him and without him they 
are nothi I know that J ought to have hung on 
the cross for my sin, and that nothing could have 
kept me from. sin’s penalty had not the blessed Lord 
Jesus loved me enough to take my place and die the 
ignominious death, 

My old friends often ask me why I stand as I do 
now. How could I do otherwise for my Lord, now 
that I see and know all he has done 
for me? I haven’t a thing to boast

Last three and first four run on side by side until 
the end of the age. Outwardly, then, Christianity exists, 
to-day, in two ferms: Thyatira and Sardis.

Jesus Christ himself, and his kingship over this earth, 
dominate the entire book. A beautiful incident from 
Thomas Nelson Page about the King of- kings is 
given in the Illustration -Round-Table (1). And a 
rich study of the glorified Christ is given by Dr. 
Griffith Thomas in his Section III, the Graded Topics. 

Let us make very plain to our classes that the Sec- 
ond Coming of Christ to this earth does not mean the 
end of the world, as is mistakenly assumed by those 
who do not know what “premillennialism,” based on 
the Word of God, really teaches. Christ’s coming 
does mean the end of the age, and the redeeming 
of this world, this earth, from its curse and sin as 
Christ establishes his’ kingdom on this earth. That 
there is no pessimism in this, but only glorious op- 
ean is vividly shown in the Lesson Cartoon this 
week, 

The symbol-teaching of the book of Revelation is 
begun in this first chapter, a “sample” of it, as it 
were, is given, with an inspired interpretation of the 
symbols, in verses 12-20. The meaning of the seven 
golden candlesticks and the seven stars is explained. 

The class should understand the far-reaching sig- 
nificance of all that-is said in the first three chap- 
ters about the seven churches.

The third meaning has to do with the seven differ- 
ent attitudes. or aspects of the entire Christian church 
continually during the entire Christian era. This is 
helpfully brought out in the article by Mr. La Reau, 

n in this issue.- It is also discussed by Dr. Grif- 
fith Thomas in his Section II, Additional Material 
for Teachers. 


The Truth that Is Golden 


No circumstances, however adverse or terrible, can 
come between the child of God and his Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.

problem for the class to solve, 











N? DOUBT the thought of the average pupil in 
approaching the study of the Revelation is that 
it is so full of insoluble problems that it is useless 
to hope for much from its study; and probably the 
ordinary teacher shares this. belief more than he 
would care to admit. If, however, the teacher can 
set a few problems whose solution 1s not too difficult 
and to whose solution he himself can contribute 
after a prayerful study of the lesson, it may be that 
the result for the class will be the developmént of 
that sort of attitude toward the Revelation hereafter 
which is more after the pattern of the attitude the 
Spirit himself suggests. The problems herewith given 
are merely suggested with this thought in view. The 
teacher in his own.study of the lesson may have 
others occur to him which for his class may be more 
significant or more vital.. 

Can you suggest a more appropriate title for the 
book than the one usually given? What is the theme 
of the book if we are to judge from the first chap- 
ter? Does a fuller examination of the book con- 
firm this judgment? In the light of verse three, 
chapter one, what reasons can you suggest for the 
neglect of this book? Can ye discover any rea- 
sons in chapter one or elsewhere for thinking that 
the message may have any application to us? Is 
John 15:15 sufficient reason for believing that the 
message is not for us? What other Scriptures, such 
as Titus 1:1, can you suggest as bearing on the 
answer? Is the Lord’s Day the same as the Day 
of the Lord? Does the tribulation of 1:9-refer to 
the same thing as in 7:14? Can the book be analyzed 
on the basis of Revelation 1:19? Is it possible to 
explain such statements_as “must shortly come to 
pass,” if some of the events have not yet come to 
pass?

Revelation is a book of symbols. This is stated 
at the very start as we are told (v. 1) that Christ 
“sent and signified it by his angel unto his servant 
John.” The meaning of “signified” is to declare in 
signs or symbols. And so the description of the 
Lord Jesus Christ here is symbolical, not pictorial; 
Dr. Griffith Thomas (I, 4) explains the difference. 

Any class that may think it is not interested in 
studying Revelation can ey become interested 
in the questions suggested by Dr. Ellis on this page. 

Rich illumination on this lesson will be found in 
the: Daily Readings comments in the “Family Wor- 
ship” column in this issue; thus it is brought out that 
we find “the book, the blood, and the blessed hope” 
in the first eight verses of the lesson. 

ood introductory material for making the les- 
son real may be had through a study of the apos- 
tle John, and of Patmos, as suggested in the first 
half dozen paragraphs of Mrs. Askew’s article. 

John did not say that the events prophesied through 
him by Christ in this book were going to come to 
pass soon: “Shortly” (v. 1), as Dr. Griffith Thomas 
(I, 1) points out, means that the events* prophesied 
will occur rapidly after they have begun. 

f the class asks what is meant by “the time is at 
hand” (v. 3), let us remembet that “that phrase ‘at 
hand’ has acquired in Scripture usage a definite, al- 
most technical, meaning. It signifies, not that the 
thing or event so, announced must immediately ap- 
pear, but that it is the next thing in the revealed pro- 
gram.” (From “What Do the Prophets Say?” by Dr. 
C. I.- Scofield, The Sunday School Times Company, 
75 cents.) :

Jesus Christ himself, and his maale over this earth, 
dominate the entire book. A beautiful incident from 
Thomas Nelson Page about the King of- kings is 
given in the Illustration Round-Table (1). And a 
rich suey of the glorified Christ is given Dr. 
Griffith Thomas in his Section III, the Graded Topics. 

Let us make very plain to our classes that the Sec- 
ond Coming of Christ to this earth does not mean the 
end of the world, as is mistakenly assumed by those 
who do not know what “premillennialism,” based on 
the Word of God, really teaches. Christ’s coming 
does mean the end of the age, and the redeeming 
of this world, this earth, from its curse and sin as 
Christ establishes his kingdom on this earth. That 
there is no pessimism in this, but only — op- 
timism, is vividly shown in the Lesson Cartoon this 
week, 

The symbol-teaching of the book of Revelation is 
begun in this first chapter, a “sample” of it, as it 
were, is given, with an inspired interpretation of the 
symbols, in verses 12-20. The meaning of the seven 
golden candlesticks and the seven stars is explained. 

The class should understand the far-reaching sig- 
nificance of all that-is said in the first three chap- 
ters about the seven churches. It is probable that 
there are three different meanings for the seven 
churches, and for all that is said about them. One 
meaning relates to the seven different local Christian 
congregations in the places named at the time John 
wrote. A second meaning relates to the successive 
chronological historical epochs in the entire life of 
the Christian church during the centuries: between 
the First Coming and the Second Coming of Christ. 
The third meaning has to do with the seven differ- 
ent attitudes. or aspects of the entire Christian church 
continually during the entire Christian era. This is 
helpfully beovadit out in the article by Mr. La Reau, 
begun in this issue.- It is also discussed by Dr. Grif- 
fith Thomas in his Section II, Additional Material 
for Teachers. 


The Truth that Is Golden 


No circumstances, however adverse or terrible, can 
come between the child of God and his Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. And in the midst of the most 
distressing circumstances, the utmost human aban- 
donment and isolation and hardship of the believer, 
he can have the richest and most precious fellow- 
ship with the Lord, if he lives by faith and not by 
sight. A very beautiful setting forth of this precious 
lesson, this golden truth, will be found in Dr. 
Smellie’s article on John’s experiences in exile. 
Teaching Points 

It is not enough to say, as do so many Christians, 
that we are not interested in the subject of the Lord’s 
return; that all we want is to do our duty, and thea 
if the Lord comes we shall be ready for him. For 
what shall we say of such an attitude in a bondser- 
vant of Christ, in view of Christ’s own word? (v. 3.) 

Two different possible meanings of “the Lord's 
day” (v. 10) are given by Dr. Thomas (I, 3). 

How John fot to Patmos is vividly portrayed, in 
a way that will interest any class, by the Little Jetts. 

Jesus of Nazareth makes a tremendous claim for 
his own deity in this book (vs. 1, 8). 

Christ’s close and continual presence and contact 
with his church, and with the angels who are as- 
signed to his church, is both comforting and a warn- 
ing fact fer his church to remember.

O DOUBT the thought of the average pupil in 

approaching the study of the Revelation is that 
it is so full of insoluble problems that it is useless 
to hope for much from its study; and probably the 
ordinary teacher shares this. belief more than he 
would care to admit. If, héwever, the teacher can 
set a few problems whose solution is not too difficult 
and to whose solution he himself can contribute 
after a prayerful study of the lesson, it may be that 
the result for the class will be the development of 
that sort of attitude toward the Revelation hereafter 
which is more after the pattern of the attitude the 
Spirit himself suggests. The problems herewith given 
are merely suggested with this thought in view. The 
teacher in his own. study of the lesson may have 
others occur to him which for his class may be more 
significant or more vital. 

Car you suggest a more appropriate title for the 
book than the one usually given? What is the theme 
of the book if we are to judge from the first chap- 
ter? Does a fuller examination of the book con- 
firm this judgment? In the light of verse three, 
chapter one, what reasons can you suggest for the 
neglect of this book? Can you discover any rea- 
sons in chapter one or elsewhere for thinking that 
the message may have any application to us? Is 
John 15:15 sufficient reason for believing that the 
message is not for us? What other Scriptures, such 
as Titus 1:1, can you suggest as bearing on the 
answer? Is the Lord’s Day the same as the Day 
of the.Lord? Does the tribulation of 1:9-refer to 
the same thing as in 7:14? Can the book be analyzed 
on the basis of Revelation 1:19? Is it possible to 
explain such statements_as “must shortly come to 
pass,” if some of the events have not yet come to 
pass?

The Revelation of God (vs. 1-3), Jesus Christ 
is the subject of the book, ae the. revelation was 

iven from God through rist by an sage! to 
fohn, who passed it on to others. A speciat blessing 
is assured to the faithful reader of these announce- 
ments of what will come to pass rapidly when they 
actually begin, (1) ‘ 

The Nature of God (vs. 4, 5). ‘The Trinity is 
here, the Father as the unchanging God, the Spirit 
in his completeness (seven), and the Lord Jesus 
Christ as Prophet (witness), Priest (begotten), and 
King. (prince). (2) 

The Gift of God (v. 4). .Grace and peace come 
from God. .Grace, mentioned one..hundred times 
by Paul, is only found six times in) John (1: 14, 16, 
17; 2 John 3; Rev. 1:4; 22:21). It brings salva- 
tion, provides, sufficiency, and ensures satisfaction. 
Peacé is the cfkéct of grace, including peace of con- 
science (the past), of soul (present), and of heart 
(future). 

The Praise of Gad (vs. 5,6). ..The reason is the 
Saviour’s love and grace and power. The King 
James Version reads “washed”; the Revised Version, 
‘loosed.” Both are spiritually true, for sin is a stain 
and a chain. Christ has made us a kingdom (to rule) 
and priests fie serve). Thus th@ song is called 
forth by his (1) compassion for us, (2) cleansing of 
us, (3)- coronation ‘of us, (4) consecration of us, 
And it.is for us to ascribe to Him “the glory and 
the dominion, for ever and ever.” For “Amen,” see

The Message of ‘God hes 7, 8). Christ is com- 
ing, and shall be seen of all. He is God, the be- 
ginning and the end, like the first. and last Greek 
letters, the A and the Z, unchanging, unchangeable, 
eternal, 

The Servant of God (vs. 9-11). John was an exile 
for the Gospel’s sake, but was spiritually alert and 
ready for Divine messages. He was transported into 
“the day of the Lord” (so often found elsewhere), 
or else, as many think, this happened on the first 
day of the week. The Lord’s voice commanded him 
to write what he saw, and send it to these seven 
churches, representative (seven is the complete num- 
ber) of all the churches then on earth. (3 

The Son of God (vs. 12-17). Then came a vision 
of his Master in glory and in the midst of the 
churches (vs. 12, 13). All these details are symbol- 
ical, not pictorial, Théy represent his functions and 
do not depict his appearance. Symbols are for the 
mind, and pictures are for the eye. Everything here 
stated suggests (in symbolic form) what Jesus 
Christ is and does. Ali the details are found in the 
Old Testament. (4) 


The Command of God (vs. 18-20). The vision 
was overpowering, but John was soon reassured by 
the familiar touch and voice (v.17), and was told 
what it all meant (v. 18), and what he was to do 
@s. 10, 20). 

Il. Additional Material for Teachers 

John 21:20-25; Revelation 2:1 to 3:22. 

1. John 21: 20-25. Christ said James and John 
should drink of his gup. of suffering, and as James 
had the first sharp; sMort form of it (Acts 12:2), so 
it fell to John’s lot to experience a long, protracted 
suffering until at length all the other apostles had 
passed away. We see something of this later part 
of his life in Revelation 1:9. Thus it was for’ him 
to (1) wait; (2) suffer; (3) watch; (4) witness, iin- 
til his Master called him. 
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2. Revelation 2:1 to 3:22, The messages to the’ 


seven churches. The primary meaning must have 
been, intended for these very churches, (See Ram- 
say, “The Letters to the Seven Churches of Asia,” 
Doran, $3.) Then the principles in each were in- 
tended for all churches everywhere. Some writers 
think seven are also symbolical of seven stages 
in church history from the earliest days (Ephesus) 
until now (Laodicea), but there is great. difference 
of opinion in eg | these periods, and so oe 
it is best to think of ali the churches as affording 
illustrations of good and bad points in church life

It is most important to hold this. A hymn says,: 


“It is enough that Jesus died,” but in another sense 


it is not enough (see Rom. 5:1-11). The most 


vital problem, to-day is to show men that Christ is 
alive. The crucifix suggests a dead, frail, emaciated, 
defeated Christ, but this is not true of Christ. No 
crucifixes are found in the. church for the - first 
five centuries. A young soldier recently said that 
the men in the trenches did not waat'a dead martyr, 


but a living leader. This is the New Testament 


view of Christ. 


IV. The Heart of the Lesson 

As these lessons are on ‘the life of John it will 
be useful to collect the various hints about him 
which are found in this book, so that we may learn 
all we can of his character. 

1. The Seer. A seer is “one who sees,” and all 
through Revelation the emphasis is on John as one 
who saw and then passed on the messages concern- 
ing his Master. Christians should be “seers,” men 
of — and vision (Phil. 1:9; Eph. 4:23; 1 John 
2:14). 

2. The Witness. He testified as well, telling of 
what he saw. He told of God and of all the bless- 
ings which are ours in Christ (1: 4-8). 

3. The Sufferer. His own position was as one who 
was callen upon_to endure for Christ’s sake. Yet 
he was not unique in this, only a “brother” with 
others, And it meant “patience,” because “tribula- 
tion” had been foretold long ago (John 16:33; Acts 
14:22). But although “in Patmos,” he was also “in 
Christ,” the two aspects or spheres of the believer’s 
life (Col. 1:2). Everything that came to him could 
only come as allowed by rist. 

4. The Worshiper. This is the attitude of 1: 10- 
20, and before he could witness he must worship. 

5. The Servant. . Here (v. 1); and all through this 
book John is the faithful worker (19:10; 22:8). 

6. The Watcher. Three ‘words are often found: 
“T saw,” “I heard,” and “write.” The book is the 
result of this watchful attitude.

Patmos Changed to Paradise 
By the Rev. Alexander Smellie, D.D. 


‘CAME to the Isle, John says. God’s hand,: as 

well as the Emperor’s, sent him to Patmos, the 

uninviting rock in the Afgean Sea. In the frail- 
ties of age he found himself in banishment, and 
was forced to toil with other exiled men in the 
marble quarries. It looked a mysterious consumma- 
tion, but he never doubted the ‘divine Wisdom and 
Love that brought him to it. Indeed, he had con- 
vincing proof:of them. For, he goes on, / came. to 
the Spirit. In the Isle he discovered that he was in 
the midst of new visions, truths, raptures, conso- 
lations, which the wonder-working Spirit imparted. 

In the Isle and In the Spirit—the words set forth 
the contradictions and opposites with .which Chris- 
tians are acquainted. , 


There is the contrast between circumstance and 
character. 

This diminutive island, not thirty miles round, 
thinly inhabited, where one’s only companions were 
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other imprisoned men, was not the home John would 
have chosen for himself. eet Luther desire to 
be shut up within the castle walls of the Wartburg; 
nor did Bunyan hunger after the jail on Bedford 
Bridge; nor was Madame Guyon anxious for the 
cramping dungeon in the Bastile. And still. the en- 
vironment of disciple may be depressing, harsh 


‘unlovely. It is a sickroom, and the endurance o 


bodily weakness and pain. It is a daily fight against 

overty, and the struggle to win an honorable live- 
ihood. The air is cold. The winds blow sharply. 
The circumstances are unpropitious. 

But all depends on the character we carry into 
our Patmos. It is the seul which matters, not the 
atmosphere. There are slaves on thrones and there 
are kings in shackles. John brought the Spirit with 
him to the Isle and in the Isle the Spirit led him to 
more towering heights. The Wartburg seclusion 
was God-appointed, that Luther might have leisure 
to translate the Bible into the mother-tongue of 
his people. Bunyan lighted on the Den to dream 
in it his matchless dream: The stones of Madame 
Guyon’s cell glowed for her like rubies. There have 
been sickbeds from which the Gospel of God’s per- 
fecting grace has been preached more conqueringly 
than from any pulpit. There are souls never free 
from the’ struggle for a competence, that are gar- 
risoned. with peace and tadiant with joy. he 
Spirit transforms the unfriendly circumstances, till 
these are helpers and not adversaries, meat and not 
poison, a crown and not a curse. ~ 

Have ‘we this character, which rises above every 
fetter? Not the careless character, that merely closes 
its eyes. . Not the stoical character, too. proud to 
acknowle any annoyance. But the character 
which is 
which goes from strength to strength because he 
leads: it on. ‘ 


Again, there is the contrast here between trouble 
and trust. 

Girding little Patmos round was the sea; and 
the sea is the synonym of unrest.. In its quietest 
moods it is not still, and, so often, there is sorrow 
on it— moaning of the wind, roar of the. hurricane, 
rage of the waves, shipwreck and death.. So, about 
the island of our experience, the troubled waters 
surge and cry. Is it always easy to be sure of God 
and Christ, of righteousness and a divine plan? At 
times, it is the reverse of easy. Nature appears. to 
predict only decay, dust, dissolution. The Bible 
is not.as clear as a sunbeam; it has problems we 
cannot solve. And life is beset with mysteries and 
vexations. The disturbed and disturbing sea haunts 
our eyes and our souls. 

But we come to the Spirit; and he calms us. If 
he does not give us certainty about every puzzling 
and poignant question, he teaches. us to trust and 
not be afraid. Behind the saddest things we trace 
a purpose of love; and we know that, through them, 
we are being conducted on and up, to completer 
sanctification, to more Christliness, to all the ful- 
ness -of God. 


Once more, there is the contrast here between 
loneliness and love. 

I was in the Isle. And to be there is to be sep- 
arated from our kin, and to suffer in our truest and 
tenderest affections. How John missed his brothers 
and scholars in Ephesus! The Lord’s Day came 
round in Patmos; but there was no kiss of charity, 
no converse about the Master, no breaking of bread 
round the common table, no song uplifted in unison 
to Christ as God. The island brings insularity; and 
what burden is heavier? . But stop! that is only 
one side. J was in the Spirit, Then the solitude 
is ended. ‘Then Christ appears, and talks with his 
disciple. Then, if Ephesus is out of sight, Heaven 
is unveiled. Then John is equipped: more abun- 
dantly than ever to strengthen his brethren. The 
isolation has fled. Never was man in more satis- 
fying company. 

“On mourra seul,” Pascal said, in his emphatic 
seriousness and solemn pathos— “I shall die alone.” 
But, before this last solitariness overtakes us, we 
live alone. We are perpetually encountering separa- 
tion, and being driven back to the island. Our 
friends leave us for distant places. They belong to 
other churches, with which we cannot quite agree. 
They rise from earth to be with the Lord: “They 
are all gone into the world of iight, And I alone 
sit lingering here.”

He puts 
Christ in the center of our lives; and, when the 
same Christ is Prophet and Priest and King to our 
friends, neither remoteness of place, nor difference 
of church, nor the: swelling flood between the time 
world and the eternal world, can sever us. Touching 
Him, we touch them too. One day, in his presence, 
we shall see them again, and keep them for: ever; 
and the loneliness will be finally and ineffably lost 
in love.

- The Busy Men’s Corner

Real Fun.—/ was in the Spirit on the 
Lord’s Day (v. 10). There are no words 
in my dictionary to accentuate the 
blessedness of the happy man who is in 
the Spirit on the Lord’s Day, In the old 
days the “Lord’s Day” was the dread 
that hung over-the passing week. The 
trouble began for Pucker the night: be- 
fore. “Tub night,” he called it.. It 
was then that all the nooks and corners 
of his anatomy were carefully gone into 
with soap, water, finger, and rag. And 
next morning down came the gloom of 
the solemn and cheerless day. There 
weré *no bright and buzzing Sunday- 
schools, no attractive papers, no pretty 
cards, no something-doing-every-minute. 
Did you ever hear one of the old-timers 
read the Bible? The “bishop’s voice” 
is a high tenor in comparison. The face, 
too, is as’ long as the voice is deep. No 
wonder so many of the children of 
church-members found so little attrac- 
tion in religion they refused to join the 
church on confession. In New England 
the churches took them in by birthright 
to keep up the membership. To be in the 
Spirit on the Lord’s Day means to be 
full and running over with joy. If there 
is any reader of this note who does not 
believe there is more fun in being in the 
Spirit on the Lord’s Day than in any 
other thing on the face of the earth, 
just come to Coatesville and spend the 
day ‘with yours truly. From the time 
the sun peeps up in blue and silver 
over Fairview Hill until he goes to bed 
in red and gold behind the Chequered 
Bridge joy dances in every sunbeam 
(Isa. 58:13, 14; Psalm 92, note the 
title). “ 

Church Perfection.—What thou seest, 
write ...to the seven churches (v. 11). 
These were the first of all the churches. 
And apparently there was just as much 
human nature in them —and in as great 
variety — as in their many thousand suc- 
cessors. Some were coming along in 
pretty good shape. with little to criti- 
cize, while of others it had to be written, 
“Notwithstanding I have a few things 
against thee.” If seven is the number of 
perfection, these seven churches were 
far from perfection. There are those 
who say they stay out of the church be- 
cause they have not found-one just 
right. There were. faults to be found 
in these first churches notwithstanding 
persecution was burning out the dross 
of insincerity, inconsistency, and hypoc- 
risy. It is significant that those first 
churches could not help holding some 
who had no business to be there. This 
has been the case ever since. “Let both 
grow together until the harvest,” said 
the Master and Founder (Matt. 13: 
28-30). “See that fellow over there so 
much in evidence in the Sunday-school 
and church?” said my doctor. “Well, 
that fellow’s wife was sick a long while 
and I attended her every day for weeks. 
He has never paid me one cent, although 
he makes as good wages as any man 
on the creek.” And many doctors and 
storekeepers and others can say things 
about some church-members. There is 
nothing perfect among men —not even 
the seven churches. 

D inati —ZIn the midst of the 
candlesticks one like unto a son of man 
(v. 13). Christ is perpetually among 
his churches. “Lo, I am with you al- 
ways” was a last’ word to his followers 
(Matt. 28:20). But Jesus must often be 
distressed by the lack of efficiency in 
his churches. Up at Churchtown, Lan- 
caster county, which is a village of a 
hundred or two inhabitants, there are 
four churches and possibly five. Yes, 
undoubtedly Jesus is in them all, and his 
promises are to each one, but just sup- 
pose Churchtown neighborhood could 
forget tweedledum and tweedledee and 
get together into one good big live 
evangelical chyrch. Don’t you think the 
Son of man-would- have a good deal 
more satisfaction with those splendid 
farmers*up around Churchtown?

That the church and its 
ministry is neither intellectually nor fi- 
nancially free from almost everywhere- 
present small controlling groups of self- 
ish men, is the author’s conclusion, after 
twenty years’ experience in the minis- 
try. He would abolish boards of trustees, 
or merge them with the spiritual boards 
of the church. He advocates entire free- 
dom from denominational trammels, and 
favors the community chufch.

Patience and Its Rewards 
(1 Cor. 13.: 4-7; Luke 21 : 19) 


Mon.—Patience Under Provocation (John 18 : 


19-24). They struck Jesus with the palms 
of their hands, but he was patient. Do 
not make the mistake of those who have 
not been born again, and try to put on 
this patience of Jesus as the parrot puts 
on a loose feather. This patience must be 
born in before it is borne out. 

Tues.—Patience Under. Strain (James 1 : 4). 
Patience, like rubber, seems to be capable 
of stretching, and the farther you stretch 
it the more power it has when God re- 
leases it. 

Wed.—Patience Under Wrong (1 
18-23). “When he suffered, he threatened 
not; but committed himself to him that 
judgeth righteously” is the heart of pa- 
tience. It is not that wrong is right, or 
black white, but it. is committed to a God 
whe will bring judgment. 

Thurs.—Patience Brings Peace (Psalm 37: 
1-11);. Rest in. the Lord is: the heart of 
this Psalm. It is the Lord. who will un- 
dertake, and can be patient while he works. 

Fri—The Prayer of Patience (Psalm 4o :1- 
4). We cry to be heard, God hears us 
when we cry. We can be patient when we 
know that God has heard, for he will un- 
dertake, 

Sat.—Patience Crowned (Rev. 7: 9-17). The 
rubber of the soul called “patience”~may 
have stretched far, but when it is loosed 
by the hand of God at last, the crown of 
reward is far-reaching. 

N THIS lesson we find out what it 

takes to make patience. We wonder 
what it is in rubber that permits it to 
give and ‘keep on giving; but rubber 

nds its limit. In this passage there is 
that which can enter into a human heart 
to make it stretch and stretch and keep 
on stretching, and this element is love. 

Patitece is the stretching power of love. 

Selfishness wants its own way, snaps 

quickly with’ the click of a wolf’s teeth; 

but love désirés the good of others, and 
though made to suffer, is kind. It is 
not our poor human leve, but it is God- 
breathed love: ‘It is the compassion of 

Jesus himself. ° 
We wender why some very ardent 

Christians have no patience. This is be- 

cause they are enthusiastic about Chris- 

tian ideas and Christian organizations, 
and those ideas warm their heads. 

Sometimes the temperature rises and 

they become fanatics on ideas and fa- 

— on-plans and methods and things 

to do. 

You cannot practise patience; you 
must be filled with His love. People 
irritate us- because their ways do not 
suit the ways of our self; but when his 
love comes in we love them more be- 
cause they are needy, 

How can we develop patience?—I do 
not like the word “develop.” He has 
patience; take his patience. Believe 
him for it now. Patience comes by trials, 
for trials drive you out. of yourself to 
Christ. Meeting him, you get his pa- 
tience. 

Of what value is patience in our daily 
life?—Of the same value that oil is to 
machinery. 

Why should we-be patient under 
wrong ?—Because He is our defense. It 
is a chance to see our blessed Lord 
Jesus work for us.
